Open meetings were (a) Thursday -- Workshops, morning and afternoon meetings; (>). Fri- 
day --- afternoon business meeting; (c) Friday evening -- dinner meeting. 


A. Workshop Meetings Chairman: Alice Brooks McGuire, Casis Elementary 
School Library, Austin, Texas 


The chairman, Mrs. McGuire, announced the purpose of the workshop: to examine the or- 
ganizational structure of the AASL to ascertain whether committees might be made to 
function more efficiently and more democraticaliy, 


Miss Fannie Schmitt, State Supervisor of School Libraries, Montgomery, Ala.; presented 
the problem of orientation of new chairmen and committee members, Mrs, Effie LaPlante, 
Supervisor of High School Cataloging, Chicago Board of Education, outlined the highly 
structured organization of the Technical Processes Committee, illustrating the far- 
reaching effectiveness of participation from central committee through regional. state 
and school librarians. Miss Sybil Baird, birmingham, Ala.. presented the problem of 


organization facing the committee responsible for the publication of the AASL's offi- 
cial organ, School Libraries, 





From the above presentations, and a lively discussion from the floor, certain ideas 
seemed to emerge; namely: 


1) That there be a record of the interests, qualifications, and experience of the in- 
dividual members to aid in the sélection of chairmen and committee members.

That the president and president-elect confer about forthcoming appointments at 
the ALA midwinter meeting to facilitate prompt performance on the part of the new 
committee chairmen, 


That prospective appointees be fully aware of specific obligations incumbent upon 
then, 


That the Executive Board give the chairman a careful orientation in the problem 
that ‘made it necessary to establish the ccormittee: that summaries, records, cor- 
respondence,. and recommendations be made available to new chairmen immediately 
upon appointment, 


5) That the chairmen, in turn, brief the committee members on the problem, the past 
progress. and the goais of the committee, 


6). That an agenda of a meeting be sent in advance to insure effective work of commit— 
tee members, 


7) That the chairman streamline correspondence to committee members and set fairly 
prompt deadline for responses, 


8) That the comuittee plan successive steps in its program so as to enable members to 
measure progress toward its ultimate goal, 


‘The afternoon session was a continuation of the Institute on Committee Work, The pro- 
gram consisted of three parts: (1) interrelationships in committee work; (2) jobs 
that have been done and need to be done; and (3) a summary 


The question was raise¢c on what were some of the best techniques for achieving a co- 
ordination among committees in AASL and between AASL committees, Discussion brought 
out that complete reports would not always be necessary or advisable, Best results 
would be achieved through a summary statement, contained in School Libraries, and 
through individual chairmen asking for reports when they felt such reports would be 
helpful to their work, Visitation of committee meetings by the president, president- 
elect, and executive secretary were also mentioned as a co-ordination device. The 
most helpful suggestion was felt to be that of the organization of a committee on com- 
mittees, This committee would not only co-ordinate AASL committee work, but would 
also serve in a working relationship with committees in ALA and other profsssional 
organizations, such as ASC); .Fowever, it was stressed that individual chairmen mst 
realize responsibility -in knowing of the work of a similar committee and working with 
them whenever possible: 





Miss Laura K. Martin, past president of AASL, presented her "Evaluation of work done 
in AASL and work to be done." The organization of the State assembly group has given 
an important impetvs to work being done, There is evidence nationally of closer re- 
lationships between school librarians and classroom teachers, This certainly shows 
evidence of the work of the professional relations committee, 


The extensive school building program going on nationally shows continued need for 
the work of the planning committee for school library quarters, This work is closely. 
co-ordinated with the evident need for continued work on standards. School libraries 
today and tomorrow needs to be revised and brought up to date, 





The work of the routine committees, such as the nominating committee and the elections 
committee, should be pointed up, 


Two new committees which might be considered for the future are one on student assist-— 
ants and one cn program planning, Program planning information is particularly im- 
portant for successful state and regional meetings. A committee might work as a clear-— 
ing house for ideas for successful programs. au 
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Mattie Ruth Moore. Consuitant on library Services, Dallas. Texas, was responsible for 
the following summary: The Institute has pointec up the fact that successful commit- 
tee work requires careful orientation of chairmen and members of the committee struc:: 
ture of ASSL in relation *o the pyrpose of the committee. the transmission of files. 
and the prospectus of work to be done. The setting of goals was most important. but 
these should be reasonable and within the reach of accomplishment, A committee should 
be a functioning one, democratic in memvership. and tovching all areas, Good lines of 
communication between committees are most important for success, There are no stand~ 
ing committees in AASL. but there ere two types: prceduction (a committee whose work 
requires that members meet a deacline), and continuing (a committee whose work pro- 
ceeds more leisurely). 
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B, Business Meeting Presiding: Mary Lee Keath, Denver Public Schools, 
Denver Colorado 


A roll call of state assembly members was answered by 28 organizatior8 representing 25 
states, Members answered tnecail by making brief reports of activitiss their states 
were undertaking, Probiems facing state organivations include what they can do about 
new buiiding plans. which sometimes omit prcevision for adequate libraries, and how 
the services of a state library supervisor can be obtained. Curriculum changes, re- 
cruitment, and training of school librarians were also the concern of state groups. 


The organization of student assistant groups cn the state level represented a growing 
trend. 


The president and executive secretaries made brief reports, Active participation and 
expanding activities cf committee members were pointed up as responsible for previous 
success, and necessary fcr future growth. 


The following Committee Keports were made: 


Elementary School Libraries: Lucile Raley, of Waco, Texas, reported that members of 
the committee had been successful in having articles in Wilson Bulletin, Elementary 
Inglish, School Executive. and others were under consideration by NEA Journal and 
Grade Teacher, The progress report and the bibliography of materials on elementary 
school libraries were distributed. A list of elementary libraries having outstanding 
features was being compiied to help in future planning, 














Technical Processes Committee: Effie LaPlante, Chicago, Illinois, reported that re- 
sults of questionnaires sent out by her committee were not to be considered as final 
authority. It is hoped that the thinking of the librarians active in the field would 
reach those who compile the toois used in the classification process, Mr. Haycroft 
of Wilson Company expressed his company's interest in the work of the committee, 


Los Angeles Committee: Elizabeth Williams of Los Angeles, California, reported that 
the committee was doing its best to work out plans with the Children's Librarians and 
the Young People-s Librarians so that there would not be conflicts in their program 
meetings. 


Membership Committee: Margaret Turk of Indiana reported that AASL had about 16 per 
cent of all ALA members, Study was being made as to why dropouts in membership oc~ 
curred, and how a wider distribution of material on AASL could be made, 





Nominating Committee: The nominating committee reported that the constitutional 
deadline would be met and members would have the slate of officers by February 21. 





Planning School Library Quarters: Ray Erbes of Oaklawn, Illinois, reported as the 
new chairman of the reactivated committee. The state assembly reports pointed up the 
need for a wide distribution of material on good planning of library quarters to ad- 
ministrators throughout the country.

Professional Relations Committee: Fannie Schmitt of Alabama reported that much pro-- 
gress has been “made. and continzes to be made, in seeing tha’ school librarians are 
represented at educational meetings sthe> than those devoted to libraries, Notabie 
is the representation teing made at the 195° meetings of the Asscciation for Supervi-- 
sion and Curriculum Development and the american Association of School Administrators. 


Schoo! Libraries Committee: Most important new work to be done in the immediate future 
is the establishnens of definite policies, ‘ith an increase in membership, it was felt 
that more money wouid be needed so that the publication would definitely reach ali mem-

Texas. read an entertaining and humorous script in blank verse, entitled 
Mirror for Schooi Librarians, Five echool librarians portrayed in een eight 
characteristic traits of librarians during the reading, 


The main address of the program was given by Lyle M, Spencer, President of Science Re- 
search associates. Some of the salient points brought out in his talk were: 


1) Publishers and school librarians are tvo groups most responsible for promoting, 
disseminating and presenting knowledge to the future citizens of America. 


Many people today express alarm at the. prospect of obsolescence of reading threat- 
ened by technical advances of the day. The same type of pessimism has been ex- 
pressed in the past as to the inroads on reading by signs of the time, 


Fducational standards are rising rapidly, as evidenced through statistics: 
a) More than half of the citizens PROENRD adulthood are graduates of high 
schools, 
In the past ten years there has been.a 40 per cent increase of college 
graduates, 


is evidence of a broader definition of the mission of publishers and school 
ians: 

School libraries are improving as clearing houses of knowledge. 

We are finding more flexible tools to meet our needs in developing discrimi- 
nating reading. 

We are becoming more ryaiistic in approaching reading problems. 

There is increasing use of diagnostic testing for remedial and developmental 
programs , 

Psychologists and guidance teachers are searching and finding the basis for 
motivation in improving reading. 

Librarians are utilizing more merchandising methods, 

There is evidence of willingness to experiment through research.
